driven from the rooms at David Starr's 
• Turkish baths at 49 Salem street,by a 
brisk fire: last-night on the same: floor, 
raced into the street clad in/any kind of 
frantically snatched-up covering 
they 


could find in their flight. 


The" fire started in the store in the 


front of the building Juet in the rear of 
' which are located the Turkish baths. 


For some time the blaze had been 


unnoticed, . and 
had 
gathered great 


headway before it was discovered. 


In the rooms oMhe baths, devoted on 


Monday night's to the fair sex, were 24 
women, enjoying their baths, never 
dreaming that, separated'from them by 
only a thin partition, a.fire was blaz- 
ing. 
. 


Nearly all. the women, were bathing. 


They were suddenly brought out of .the 
drowsy enjoyment of the sfeam baths, 
by the warning cries of a 
neighbor, 


Miss.Borothy Rovltt, who saw the blaze 
and ran into the building to give warn- 
ing t'o those in the bathrooms.. 


Almost with the alarming cries of the 


girl,.great swirls of smoke burst .in, 
choking the terrified bathers, and over- 


- coming any hesitancy 
to . leave 
the 


building: , 
Some of the women had time to wrap 


sheets about them. Some of fhose who 
had'the thin cotton wraps, worn in the 
bathsi lost them''in the wild dash'to 
safety^ Others'lost everything but the 
desire to get out into the open. 


When, the first piece of apparatus ar- 


rived the women had all escaped from 
the building. Salem street looked like 
Revere Beach, with the law oft. Not 
' one of the bathers had stopped to dress 
and. .some of the less fortunate in the 
scramble for coverings, after they had 
reached the street were trying to In- 
duce the partly clothed to give up, their 
scanty coverings. 


•Realization of their plight,, and the 


immediate collection of 
an immense 


crowd, struck another panic into the 
bathers1' and 
prevented 
them 
from 


peeking shelter. They just huddled up 
together, .some shrieking, some cower- 
ing' in back of the others, all almost 
sorry they had not stayed in the build- 
ing in spite of the lire. 


The arrival of the fire department 


rescued them from their predicament', 
'(ho'blaze was in the dry goods store of 
Silver Bros. As soon as the .firemen 
saw that the lire'could be safely con- 
lined 'to the store, they hustled 
the 


shivering women back Into the baths, 
relieving them of the 
horse blankets 


with which they covered the less for- 
tunate on their arrival.

TRIES

WHITEWASH 
BANK 
EXAMINERS. 


If Bank Commissioner Chapin wants to reassure the people of this 


state on tho matter of making tho oxnminntion of banks something more 
than a perfunctory formality, he will discharge a few of his old fogey 
•examiners nnd appoint keen, active and progressive men in their places. 


Governor Draper, in his special message relative to savings hanks, 


recommends to the legislature thnt these hanks should be compelled to have 
their accounts audited at stated periods, once or twice a year. 


In reality his message is nothing more or less than nn effort to white- 


wash the bank commissioner's department nnd to throw the responsibility 
on the banks themselves.. Ho says the bank examiners do not audit the 
accounts, and that in order to have the affairs of each bank absolutely safe 
an audit should ho made either under thn direction of the bank itself or 
the bank commissioner once every six months. 


The message favors having the auditing of accounts under the direc- 


tion of the bank commissioner, but holds thnt tho institutions themselves 


. should pay the expense. Were a statn auditor put upon 
the books of 


a bank he would spend perhaps a month on the job, and the expense at two 
dollars an hour or thereabouts would be a considerable cost to the bank. 


If we are to judge of (he work of bonk examiners from this message, 


we shall find that they have done very littlo, and if the governor's message 
has any influence they will be allowed to do business in the same old way. 


Indeed it is difficult to understand what they do that would help pro- 


tort a bank against such robbery UK has been practised on the Southbridge 
bani. It is time the bank examiners got something specific to do; time they 
proved that their examination is something more than a mere formality 
from which nothing important need be expected.- 


Governor Draper 1ms il in his power to make tho work of bank exam- 


iners more effective than it is, but he has no notion of doing so. On the 
contrary he is endeavoring to clear the commissioner's department of nil 
bhiruc. 
For that reason, we presume, it would be useless to suggest that 


the best method of having the examiners do effective work is Io fire a few of 
tlii'm and put other men in their places.

Fur- 
thermore, it was announced that con- 
gress may supply funds with which the 
American who has been farthest north 
will lead an expedition Into the Antarc- 
tic sea to lay claim to territory dis- 
covered nearly 100 years ago by an- 
other intrepid American and over which 
no flag has yet been flown. 


The Italian Geographical society 'is 


the organization which has conferred 
the decoration on Commander Peary. 
In a cablegram received by Mr. Peary 
last night from -Marquis Capelli, pres- 
ident of the society, the latter says: 


"Counsll Italian Geographical society 


awarded you King Humbert gold med- 
al on account of your long 
successful 


attempts to reach the 
North 
pole- 


silver medal Captain Bartlett." 


Commander Peary promptly replied 


that he was highly pleased and that he 
accepted the medal. He withdrew his 
acceptance of a proffered invitation to 
spoak in Rome, however, for he is, in 
a measure, now subject to the orders of 
the navy -department,"

For •: some time the blaze had been 


unnoticed, 
and.- had 
gathered great 


headway before it was discovered. 


In the rooms of the baths, devoted on 


Monday nights to the fair sex. were 24 
women, enjoying their 
baths, never 


dreaming that, separated from them by 
only.a thin partition, a fire was blaz- 
ing.Nearly all the women were bathing. 
They were suddenly brought out of the 
drowsy enjoyment of the steam baths, 
by the warning cries of a neighbor, 
Miss Dorothy Bovltt, who saw the blaze 
and ran into the'building to give warn- 
ing to those in the bathrooms. 


.Almost with the alarming cries of the 


girl; great swirls of smoke burst 
In, 


choking the terrified bathers, and over- 
coming- any hesjtancy 
to 
leave 
the 


building. 
Some of the women had time to wrap 


sheets about them. Some of those who 
.had the thin cotton wraps, worn in the 
haths, lost them In the wild dash to 
safety. Others lost everything, but the 
desire .to get out into the open. 
When the first piece of apparatus ar- 


rived the women had all escaped from 
'the'building. Salem street ilooked .like 
Revere Beach, with the law off.

one of the bathers had stopped to dress 
and some of" the less fortunate in the 
scramble,for coverings, after they had 
reached the .street were trying to in- 
duce the partly clothed to give up their 
scanty coverings.

crpwd, struck another panic into the 
bathers 
and 
prevented 
them 
from 


seeking shelter. They just huddled up 
together, some shrieking, some cower- 
ing in back of the others, all almost 
sorry they had not stayed in the build- 
ing in spite of the fire. 
' • The arrival of the fire .department 
rescued them from their predicament. 
The blaze was In the dry goods store of 
Silver Bros. 
As soon as the firemen 


saw that the fire could be safely con-

shivering women back into the haths,

WAGE MEASE 


Wanted by Operatives 


of Fall River 


FALL/ RIVER, Feb. 15.—The unrest

Not in Accord 


THE 
GOVERNOR TRIES 
TO WHITEWASH 
BANK 
EXAMINERS. 


If. Bank Commissioner Chapin wants to reassure the people of this 


state on the matter of making the examination of banks somothing moro 
than a perfunctory formality, he will discharge a few of his" old fogey 
examiners; and appoint keen, active and progressive men in their places. 


-•' Governor Draper, in his special'message relative to savings banks, 


recommends to the legislature that these banks should be compelled to have 
their accounts audited at stated periods, once or twice a year. 


In reality his message is nothing more or less than an effort to white- 


wash the bank commissioner's department and to throw the responsibility 
ou the banks themselves. He says the bank examiners do not audit the 
accounts, and that in order to have the affairs of each bank absolutely safe 
au audit should bo made either under the direction of the bank itself or 
the bank commissioner once every sii months. 


The message favors having the auditing of accounts under tho direc- 


tion of the bank commissioner, but holds that the institutions themselves 
should pay the expense. Were a state auditor put upon the 
books of 


a bank he would spend perhaps a month on the job, and the expense at two 
dollars an hour or thereabouts would be a considerable cost to tho bank. 


If we are to judge of the work of bank examiners from this message, 


we shall find that they have done very little, and if the governor's message 
'has any influence they will be allowed io do business in tho same old way. 


Indeed it is difficult to understand what they do that would help pro 


tect a bank against such robbery as hns been practised on the Soulhbridgc 
bank. It is time the bank examiners got something specidc to do; time thej 
proved that their examination is something moro than a mere formalin 
from which nothing important need be expected. 


Governor Draper hns it in his power io make tho work of bank exam- 


iners more effective than it is, but he bus no notion of doing so. On the 
contrary he is endeavoring to clear the commissioner's department of all 
blame. 
For that reason, we presume, it would be useless to suggest thtit 


the best method of having the exnminers do effective work is to fire n few of 
them nnd put other men in their places. 


Commissioner Chapin, having full authority under the law, should bo 


held partly responsible for the Smithbridge crime. His men had been exam- 
ining the bank's affairs for a period of sixteen years, during which the 
peculations were going on without detecting anything wrong. 


It is no wonder the governor deems it nocossary to corno out in » 


special message defending them. 
But In so doing His Excellency is not 


serving tho interests cither of the banks or of tho depositors. 


There is no need of any change in the law. Tho only thing necessary 


is to enforce tho laws. 
Fire llm examiners who for sixteen years havo. 


allowed themselves to he humbugged. 
Their retirement and tho appoint- 


ment of now and competent men will inspire confidence and reassure I ho 
paoplo whoso faith in the security of our Ha.vings bank system hns boon 
ruddy shaken.

12, 1899, Guerin defied the French re- 
public to take .him or any of his com- 
rades. The house became known as 
"Fort Chabrol," .and for' 38 days Guerin 
and his friends, who were" suspected 
of being in a revolutionary plot, grow- 
ing out of .the Dreyfus 
controversy 


held their fortress, and made 
Paris 


laugh. No effect was made by the au- 
thorities to place the minor members 
of the party..under arrest, and they 
gradually dwindled to 12 persons 


Following the death 6£ Pres. Faurc 


there had been a revolutionary plot. 
Gen. 
de Qallifet, who was then minister 


of war, ordered that more than a score 
of those men who were suspected of 
being implicated be. arrested. Guerin 
was president 
of 
the 
Anti-Semitic 


league, the membership of which was 
composed of a faction opposed to Capt 
Dreyfus, and 'after the war minister's' 
edict had .been published the chief of 
the besieged warned the police that he 
would not surrender to the authorities 
and that he . would defend himself to 
the end. 


Posting police around Guerin's fort, 


the authorities had the water supply 
the gas, sewer pipes.and drains for tri« 
house cut off, and, since Guerin nnd his 
comrades were unable to obtain fresh 
provisions, they surrendered after 
38 


days of privation and. illness. Guerin 
was convicted of conspiracy and sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison, but was 
soon .released. 


The morning.chosen" by the authori- 


ties to put -an end to the long siege 
was that on which the pardon extended 
to Dreyfus was announced, the idea 
being that the.excitement over the cap- 
ture of.

For some time the blaze had been 
unnoticed, and

headway before it was discovered. 
In the rooms of the baths, devoted on 


Monday nights to the fair sex. were 34 
women, , enjoying . their baths, never 
dreaming that, separated from them by 
only a thin partition, a fire was blaz- 
ing. : .

Nearly all the women were bathing. 


They were suddenly brought out of the 
drowsy enjoyment of the^s'team baths, 
by the warning .cries of'a neighbor. 
Miss Porothy Hovltt, who saw the blaze 
and ran Into the building to give warn- 
ing to those in the bathrooms. 
Almost with the alarming cries of the 


girl,"great swirls of smoke burst 
in, 


choking the terrified bathers, and over- 
coming any hesitancy, to leave the 
building. 
Some of the women had time to wrap 
sheets about them. Some of those, who 
had the thin cotton wraps, worn in the 
bathe, lost them in the wild dash to 
safety. Others lost everything but tho 
desire'to get out into the open. 
When the first piece of apparatus ar- 


rived the.women had all escaped from 
the building. Salem street looked like 
Revere Beach, with the law off. Not 
one of the bathers had"stopped to.dress 
and some of.the less fortunate m the 
scramble for coverings, after th'ey had 
reached the street were trying to in- 
duce the partly clothed to give up their 
scanty coverings. 


Realization of their plight, and the 


immediate collection 
of an immense 


crowd, struck another panic into the 
bathers 
and 
prevented 
them 
from 


seeking shelter. They just huddled up 
together, some shrieking, some cower- 
ing In back of the others, all almost 
sorry they had not stayed in the build- 
Ing in spite of the fire. 
The arrival of the fire department 


rescued them from their predicament. 
The blazn was in the dry goods store of 
Silver Bros. 
As sobn as the firemen

Wanted by Operatives 


of Fall River 


FALL RIVER, Feb. IB.—The unrest 


among the cotton mill operatives of 
Fnll River may lead to the abrogation 
of tho sliding scale agreement which 
has been in force, three years, or a 
decided modification of its terms in 
favor of the employes. 


Three of the unions represented In 


the Textile Council have called special 
meetings for Wednesday night to act 
upon the question of continuing 
the 


agreement. The two remaining unions 
will Issue calls today for special meet- 
ings to discuss the subject. 


Under the terms of the agreement 


the unions have until Monday, Feb. 28, 
to give notice of a desire to withdraw 
from the sliding scale arrangement. 


Should the agreement be rescinded 


^>y the unions a demand for an advance 
in wages will be presented, it is ,ox- 
riQGted. Manufacturers say .that 
the 


present condition of business Is far 
trom satisfactory, but that they have 
*ept the machinery in operation, de- 
spite strong pressure from Boston to 
induce them to curtail. 


Ill the event of a movement to de- 


clare a strike for higher wages, it is 
stated that the mills will be shut down 
without wafting for tho operatives to 
walk out. The general belief is that 
the unions will withdraw 
from 
the 
sliding scale agreement, unless 
the 


margin is altered radically and in favor 
of the operatives. The local mills em- 
ploy 30,000 hands.

It is 
claimed 
that they 
secured 


about 50 exhibits, which were 
taken 


by them to New York city. A 
few 


weeks after this the same 
men ap- 


peared there, bringing with them many 
gold medals and diplomas, and

collected on them. So far as known, no 
one who sent an exhibit failed to se- 
cure either a medal or a diploma.

Six months was the penalty imposed 


on 'Prouty in the Newton police court 
yesterday lor obtaining $70 in clothing 
and money also from a. merchant. o£ 
that city in return for one of his checks. 


On the way from Newton 
to East 


Cambridge Proiity seemed greatly de- 
pressed. His flippancy of speech gave 
way to monosyllables in his conversa- 
tion with Inspector Fletcher, who was 
his' c"ustodian. 


"When the. walls of the prison loomed 


before them Prouty turned to Inspector 
Fletcher and said. "Let me tell you one 
thing. I'll never finish this sentence." 
"What do you mean?" ask the police 


officer. 
"I guess you can get an idea." re- 


joined Prouty.

a quicker method than the starvation 
plan that I tried at the New Hampshire 
state prison."

Woman in the Case

.Several flays ago when Prouty dis- 


appeared with a horse and carriage be- 
longing to a Xewton liveryman he had 
a young woman companion. And since 
that time lie has been reported as being 
seen in the company of a woman who 


answered' the description given by the 
stablekeeper. 


And in this latest instance the woman 


again figures. From the sister-in-law of 
Prouty, Inspector Fletcher learned that 
several days ago the young man 
left 
her home in Hyde Park wearng a costly 
fur coatl He returned without the gar- 
ment. 
Inspector 
Fletcher 
asked 
Prouty 


where ths fur coat was. 


"I left that coat at the house in 


which' a young woman friend . of mine 
Is living," said Prouty. 


"What is the address?" inquired the

THE 
GOVERNOR 
TRIES TO WHITEWASH 
BANK 
EXAMINERS. 


If Bank Commissioner Chapin wants to reassure the people of this 


state on the matter of making the examination of banks something more 
than a perfunctory formality, he will discharge n few of his old fogey 
examiners and appoint keen, active and progressive men in their places. 


Governor Draper, in -his special message relative to savings banks, 


recommends to tho legislature that these banks should be compelled to have 
their accounts audited at stated periods, once or twice a year. 


In reality his mossago is nothing more or less than nn effort to white- 


wash the bank commissioner's department and to throw the responsibility 
on the banks themselves. Ho says the bank examiners do not audit the 
accounts, and that in order to have the affairs of each bank absolutely safe 
an audit should bo made cither under the direction of the bnnk itself or 
the bank commissioner once every six months. 


The message fnvors having the auditing of accounts under tho direc- 


tion of the bank commissioner, but holds that tho institutions themselves 
should pay the expense. Were a state auditor put upon 
tho books of 


n bank he would spend perhnps a month on the job, and the expense at two 
dollars an hour or thereabouts would be a considerable cost to thc bnnk. 


If wo arc to judge of tho work of bank examiners from this message, 


we shall find that they have done very little, and if the governor's message 
lias,any influence they will be allowed to do business in the same old way. 


Indeed it is difficult to understand what they do that would help pro- 


tect a bank against such robbery ns has been practised on tho Southbridgo 
bank. It is time the bank examiners got something; specific to do; time they 
proved thnt their examination is something more than a mere formality 
from which nothing important need he expected. 


Governor Draper has it in his power Io make the work of bank exam- 


iners more effective than it is, but he has no notion of doing so. On the 
contrary ho is endeavoring to clear the commissioner's department of nil 
lilame. For that reason, wo pi-OHume, it would be useless to suggest that 
the best method of having the exiunincrK do effective work is to fire n few of 
them nnd put other men in their places. 


Commissioner Chapin, having full authority under the law, slunild he 


held p.irtly responsible for thn Souihbridgti crime. Mis men had been exam- 
ining the bank's affnirs for n, period ot' sixteen yours, during which tin 1 


jifdulnlions were going on without detecting anything wrong. 


It is no wonder thc governor dooms it noiiossiiry Io come out in a 


special! niossnge defending Ihcm.
